There was a time when people moved 
at a slow pace, and lounged around 
the front porch in the evening because 
there wasn’t much else to do. 
Today, the typical American small 
town is perhaps the most frantically 
over-organized community in the 
world. 
A lot of homeowners find that they 
don’t really have time to take care of 
their yard properly, much less time to 
do much reading, because they have 
so many community and organization 
jobs.

A businessman is apt to be working 
for the Chamber of Commerce, active 
in a civic club, working in the United 
Fund, taking part on church com­ 
mittees.

Cor-Truck Wreck 
Near Wheeler Kills 
Local Minister 


A headon car-truck collision 
near Wheeler took the lives of a 
local minister. Rev. Walter A 
Hodge Sr., pastor of the United 
Pentecostal Church, and a 
young Allison ranch hand who 
this year completed his second 
tour of duty in Vietnam, 
Thurman Lee Hall, 23. 
The accident occured at 2:50 
p m. Friday 7U,t miles north of 
Wheeler on U. S. 83. Both were 
pronounced dead at the scene. 
Authorities said Hall was 
traveling north on the highway 
when his car and a truck driven 
by Hodge collided. 
The highway was wet when 
the mishap occured, but was not 
slippery, police said. Rescue 
workers took more than an hour 
to remove the bodies. Patrol­ 
men said the vehicles were 
almost welded together after 
hitting headon. 
Rev. Hodge was born Oct. 9 
1910 in Hillsboro. He had been 
pastor of the local church for IO 
months, moving here from 
Poteau, Okla.

Other city residents look longingly 
at the slow pace and easy living to be 
found in the small towns of this 
country and wish they could afford to 
move into it. 
We’ve got ews for these people. 
Small town living is not necessarily 
slow paced or easy. They are looking 
back with nostalgia to the earlier 
years of this century when perhaps a 
small town was languid and relaxed. 
There was a time when people moved 
at a slow pace, and lounged around 
the front porch in the evening because 
there wasn’t much else to do. 
Today, the typical American small 
town is perhaps the most frantically 
over-organized community in the 
world.
